A FRANCO-PACIFIC RAILWAY OF 
THE FUTURE. 

Colonel A. C. Yate, in a letter to Zhe 
Times says:—The presentation by Earl 
Curzon of Kedleston, as President of the 
Royal. Geographical Society, of the Gill 
Memorial to Capt. Bailey suggests one or 
two thoughts. : 

When’ the Trans-Persian Railway has 
fought its way through the internal 
troubles of the Land of the Lion and the 
Sun, the apprehensions of strategical ex- 
tremists, aed the political and commercial 
rivalries of Britain and Russia, and reach- 
ed Delhi year ago I would have said 
Caleutta—do we suppose that it will find 
thera its terminus! I.do not think that 
that is the opinion of geographers. It is 
24 years since the Northern Shan’ Expedi- 
tlon went up from Mandalay to the 
Kunlon. Ferry on the Salween. A young 
second lieutenant of the Oxfordshire 
Light Infantry, nasied Davies, went up 
with it. . Since then he has won the Gold 
Medal of the Royal Geographical Society 
for his resolute exploration of the ‘coun- 
try'lying between thé gorges of the Yang; 
teze Valley and the frontiers of Upper 
Burma. The difficulties of that country, 
it has now been decided, preclude, at 
least for the ‘present, the possibility of 
constructing an Indo-Pacific Railway 
along that route. 4 

But it is more than pee that the 
journey just performed by Captain Bailey 
haa opened mp the very route by which 
the Indo-Pacific Railway will reach the 
eastern coast of China. A very recent 
number ‘of the loyal Geographical 
Society’s Proceedings gives the account 
of that journey and a map: illustrating 
it. If my memory serves me right, Capt. 
Bailey has succeeded where several not- 
able explorers have failed, No doubt, us 
Sir Thoinas Holdich remarked, at the 
Royal Geographical Society's dinner, the 
‘Abor Expedition smoothed the way fdr 
him, and go “luck backed pluck.” It is 
a fine and momentous performance. 

There is more for the British Empire 
in the construction’ of the Trans-Persian 
Railway than the mere railway union of 
Europe and India .and the restoration, 
posably, of unhappy Persia to the pris- 
tine glories and wealth of the days of 
Shah: Abbas. r 
Central Europe, Persia, and the teeming 
provinces of India and China is an enter- 


prise of which the ullimate success may 
to the 

heart even of a director of the Canadian
